"CANTY" A MURDERER. 


B» Kill* aa Offiew at Btuaa 7i»lt M«ndo. 


W. H. Hoover has sent Al White a 


copy of the Chaffs County Times, of 
April 30th, u paper published at Bnena 
Vuta, Chuffe county*, Colorado, which 
bar. a full account of the killing of Tom 
Perkins, u police officer, bj "Canty," 
who was so well known in Beno. The 
account reads us follows: 


Last Tuesday morning Bnnns Vista 


witnessed unolher shooting affray, in 
which officer Tom Perkins was shot by 
a one-armed bunko man named Salis- 
bury, sometimes called "Canty." The 
bnnko men liave been extremely bold ef 
late, and on Sunday last got away with 
$175 in cash and a gold watch and chain 
belonging to Judge Berkley, whom they 
roped into a game. Ha hud a warrant 
ironed for the arrest of Dutch Bill, one 
of tne gang, and officer Perkins, a new 
appointee, was detailed to serve the 
writ. This he attempted to do, when 
the fellow attempted to wheedle him in- 
to believing that he had arrested the 
wrong mau, and said if he would step 
into an alley n«sr by, between the 
Grand Park Hotel 
and 
Humphrey 


House he would cotmrco Perkins of his 
mistake. The latter, in an unguarded 
moment, stepped into the alley for an 
instant, when three or four of Bill's 
friends closed in on the officer aud en- 
deavored to rescue thti prisoner; finding 
Perkins was true grit sud had no inten- 
tion of losing his man, Canty opened 
nre on him, the second ball striking 
him in the arm, a third penetrating his 
hand. The fourth struck the apux of 
the left lung, and pasB.ng straight 
through tbe body caused death about 
fonr o'clock Wednesday afternoon. 


Perkius drew his gun and endeavored 


to return the fire, but the treacherous 
•weapon missed, though he snapped it 
several times. 


The bunko party scattered immediate- 


ly after the shooting occurred, two long 
haired policemen, who came up noon 
after, making no effort to capture the 
murderer, but carried the wounded man 
into the house. They were apparently 
totally inadequate to the occasion and 
lost track of tbe murderer entirely. 
About ten o'clock Justice Cusey, sus- 
pecting that the man was concealed, 
went into the saloon in the next build- 
ing below the European Hotel and de- 
manded that the occupants give up the 
accused, which, after much parley and 
a due regard for the shotgun in Casey's 
bunds, was done, and the man was 
found concealed in one of the roouia 
and taken over to Casey's office for 
safekeeping. 
There was some talk of 


lynching, but a formidable show of 
tuna iu the bands of a special posse ap- 
peared to exercise a soothing influvnca 
ou the crowd. The man Salisbury, 
alias Canty, claims that some one else 
did tbe shooting, and on being taken 
before the wounded man for ident fica 
tion the latter was unuble to say wheth- 
er tne accused did the shooting or not. 


This is a culmination of the high 


handed outrages which these bunko 
men have been committing with im- 
punity, and it is time that tbe good 
name of our city be vindicated by aj 
thorough purging of tbis element from ' 
its borders. Tbe police are entirely t«.o 
lukewarm, to draw it mildly, m their 
endeavoro to check the operations of the 
gang. It is hoped that it may not be 
necessary to apply the fairplay remedy 
ere Benita Vista is freed of tbe detesta- 
ble crew, and the Times calls on the 
city authorities to use extra effort that 
uuuh a remedy may not be needed. 


'Jhe affair demonstrates that jome- 


thing is rotten in Denmark, and if theie 
is a tithe of truth in the ninny flyiu- 
rumors it may as well be undersiojd 
that for tbe present at least, until some 
radical changes art* made, Baeua Vista 
is the bunko's paradue.
